SOUND CALL FOR CLEAN-UP

The following resolution, passed by
the Harbor District Chambers of
Commerce, is published by request:

“Whereas, The atiractiveness and
heauty of Los Angeles county is one
of our most important assets; and

“Whereas, Rubbish, old papers, tin
cans and other litter along our high-
ways, railway lines and in our cities
and towns detracts seriously from the
heauty of our county; and

“Whereas, This is of especial seri-
ousness in view of the fact that 1924
will be a year in which many conven-
tions  will be held in Los Angeles
county, in particular the biennial con-
ference of Federated Woman's Clubs
and the National Confercnce on City
Planning; therefore,

“Be It Resolved, By the Harbor Dis-
trict Chambers of Commerce, in regu-
lar session assembled, at Bell, Cali-
fornia, this 13th day of March, 1924,
that especial attention be called to
the necessity for cleaning up all un-
sightly litter and maintaining a clean
county of sall possible attractiveness

to our visitors, and of satisfaction and
pleasure to ourselves; and

“Be It Resolved, That this or-
ganization urges picnickers to refrain
from scattering litter, newsboys to
keep their stands clean of scattered
papers, and all others to exercise care
in disposing of rubbish; and

“Be It Resolved, That alk residents
of the county be asked to co-operate
by keeping their yards and the park-
ways and gutters in front of their
houses and places of business clean
of rubbish and as attractive as pos-
sible; and

“Be It Resolved, That this organiza-
tion urges the governing bodies of all
cities in the county, all city planning
cominissions, -the board of supervisors,
chambers of commerce, improvement
associations, realty boards, clubs,
churches, lodges, and all other or
ganizations to carry out the purposc
of this resolution by publicity and
action; and

“Be It Further Resolved, That ali
newspapers, magazines and motio:
picture producers and exhibitors be
urged to give this move for a clean
county the fullest possible publicity.”
